traffic at a time when it will cut and 
rut severely. 
For this reason, it is 
suggested that conditions in the bul 
let in be noted and traffic be governet 
by condition of the weather when 
the road is to be used.” 
In the meantime, according to the 
bulletin, m aintenance forces are pa- 
truling roads and repairing breaks 
as fast as they oeeiir. 
Ex treme care 
is being taken to prevent loads of 
more than 3 .tons, passing over road* 
in thaw times.

New York, Feb. 16— Even if Bill 
Tilden finds at the end of the current 
year that he must set aside the rac­ 
quet if he wants to continue wielding 
the typewriter, he will have the satis­ 
faction of knowing that his row with 
thq heads of the game ended in a tie 
score. 


Tilden stirred up two major -kirm- 
ishes this winter when he announced 
that he would withdraw from compe­ 
tition if the United States Lawn Ten­ 
nis Association did not abolish its 
policy of secrecy in appointing 
the 
Davis eup team and in declaring that 
he would continue his literary contri­ 
butions to newspapers even if 
the 
association ruled him out of the am­ 
ateur class. 


Adoption by the association of 
a 
new interpretation of 
the 
amateur 
rule, the application of which would 
make ineligible for amateur competi­ 
tion any player who makes big money 
as a writer on tennis subjects, 
may 
cause Tilden to make a choice 
be­ 
tween the profession of 
a 
tennis 
player ot a tennis writer. 


If Tilden has an idea that he 
jigger than the game, if he feels that 
le is so big a factor in the success of 
American tennis and the future 
of 
the game in this country that 
he 
could make his own rules, his admis­ 
sion of the sovereignty of the asso­ 
ciation by retiring as a player would 
certainly 
have 
to 
be 
scored 
as 
an actual defeat for bim, even if he 
might consider it a victory of a mor­ 
al nature. 


But admitting that he stands to 
ose on this one point, lie already has 
won the other point of contention, be- 
ause the Davis Cup committee a l­ 
ready has made known that in 
the 
future it will notify players thirty 
ays in advance that they are to be 
ippointed members of the defending 
or challenging teams. 


This is a rather important point 
as it is applied to future Davis Cup 
competitions. A fter being criticized 
by a member of the committee 
for 
the way he was playing the doubles 
match against the Australians 
last 
fall in the challenge round for the 
cup, Tilden not only criticized 
the 
committeeman wlic bawled him out, 
but he assailed theMfsstcni of 
ap­ 
pointment which made it impossible 
for the players to know who were to 
play in the doubles until just before 
the majch. 


Ife argued that to get the 
rignt 
kind of a doubles game out of any 
two good singles players it was es­ 
sential that the two players be given 
plenty of team to* practice as a pair 
and to outline a method of offense 
and defense. It was readily admitted 
on all sides that two players, 
who 


had not worked with each other all 
season, could not 
with 
forty-eight 
hours’ practice go out and defeat an 
opposing pair of experience aud long 
practice. 


The association generously 
con­ 
ceded T ilden’s point and it not only 
made known that it would accept his 
suggestions in the future, but it went 
even further in drawing up elaborate 
plans for the development of 
the 
doubles game in this country. 


While America’s singles 
players 
rule the tennis world, it lias been no 
secret for three years that 
there 
was much to be desired in the Amer­ 
ican doubles game and that America 
was going back instead of improving 
in team play. 


The association suggested 
that 
leading players, after the fashion of 
the Kinsey brothers, form permanent 
pairs, and play all season 
together. 
The Australians carry out this policy 
i nthe development of doubles players 
and no country can compare 
today 
with the Australians in team play. 
The best doubles players in 
the 
country are to be asked to 
colla­ 
borate on the preparation of a book 


of instructions upoir the strategy of 


doubles play.

ROADS REPAIRED—NOW BEING USED 


The most serious breaks iu gravel |ly between Mt. Vernon and Oweu- 


and stone surfaces reported last 'ille. 
week have been repaired aiid where 
roads are frozen all kinds of traffic 
is going through, detouring only a- 
round construction, the state high- 
way commissions weekly, bulletin on 
the general condition of state roads, 
issued today said. 


John D. Wiflianis, state highway 


director', called: attention that traffic 
using state roads must exercise 
judgment in view that a road frozen 
today and passable, may "be soft, or 
ip extreme cases impassible for short 
stretches during thaw periods. ''It 
is impossible," Mr. .'Jfc'illianis said, 
"to provide an up-to-the-minute re- 
port 'on all road conditions because 
-thaws will effect, often seriously, the 
'best pravel and stone surfaces pro- 
riding said road'is subjected to dense 
traffic at a time when it will cut anc 
rut severely. For this reason, it is 
suggested that conditions in the bul- 
letin be noted and traffic be governeo 
by condition of the weather whei: 
the road is to :be used." 
' 


In the meantime, according to the 


bulletin, maintenance forces are pa- 
troling roads and repairing breaks 
as fast as they oecur. Extreme care 
is being taken to prevent loads o: 
more than 3.tons, passing over roads 
in thaw times. If roads are frozen 
this restriction is not enforced, and 
the 3-ton maximum capacity ordei 
does not apply to hard surface 
roads. 


"The value of a state road sys 


tcin," Mr. Williams explained, "'a 
keeping as many roads open in fll 
kinds of weather and under a!! con- 
ditions as passible. Even the criti- 
cal must realize that no gravel and 
stone surface will withstand heavy 
traffic when full of water and thaw- 
ing. For this reason cooperation of 
the public is urged botli to main-1 
tain uninterrupted traffic so far as 
possible, and to prevent serious and 
costly damage." '
